COPE is open from 9 a.m. to 
10 p.m. weekdays and 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. Saturdays and Sundays 
until election. 

Besides the big mailing job, 
volunteers are needed to man 
telephones and call voters be- 


fore election, reminding them of 
COPE’s endorsements and urg- 
ing them to vote. 

Sinilar phoning will be nceded 
on election day to supplement 
volunteers who will be _ dis- 
patched into the neighborhoods 
for doorbell ringing. 

Special get-out-the-vote tar- 
gets will be the Sixteenth Assem- 
bly District where COPE-en- 
dorsed Ken Meade is in a close 
race against a Republican in- 
cumbent and the Seventh Con- 
gressional District, where Ron 
Dellums seeks to keep the Con- 
gressional seat Democratic and 
pro-labor. 

“If working people turn out, 
our slate is in,” Collins told the 
Labor Council delegates. 


Labor backs Props. A and C 


Proposition A to give county 
employes a better financial 
break on health insurance, and 
South County Joint Junior Col- 
lege District Proposition C to 
meet the need for educaiional 
facilities, have labor support at 
the November 3 election. 


Both have been endorsed by 
the Alameda County Central La- 
ber Council. 


Proposition A would increase 
the county’s present health care 
contribution of $5 a month per 
employe tc $15 and add another 
$1 in each of the next five years 
for a $20 total. 


The $15 contribution would 
Still be less than half the average 
employer health and welfare 
contribution for industrial work- 
ers, county employe unions have 
pointed out. 


GINAL DEFECTIVE | 


Proposition C would finance 
first phase construction of two 
new junior colleges, one in the 
San Leandro-Castro Valley area 
and one in the Livermore-Pleas- 
anton-Dublin area to relieve se- 
vere overcrowding at Chabot Col- 
lege. 

Chabot, the only college in the 
distr'ct now, was built for 5,000 
day students and 5,600 evening 
students, and now has a record 
enrollment of 13,279, of which 
7,575 are day students, and 5,704 
evening students. 

The measure authorizes a 54- 
cent tax override, limited to five 
years. 

Besides taking the enrollment 
pressure off Chabot, Proposition 
C is also aimed at providing new 
technical-vocational programs to 
equip young people for skilled 
jobs. 


Unruh, Tunney, Meade, 
Dellums election held vital 


United States Senator Alan Cranston tallied up California’s 
and the nation’s problems of joblessness, pollution, strife and war 
and told an East Bay labor audience last week that the cure is 
election of candidates backed by COPE November 3. 

Cranston was the chief speaker at Alameda County COPE’s 
major fund raising dinner at the Edgewater Hyatt House. 


“If Jess Unruh becomes gov- 
ernor,” he said, “as I believe he 
can be, we will have the legis- 
lative program to carry forward 
government progress, using all 
his skills.” 

COPE’s United State Senate 
candidate John V. Tunney is 
needed in Washington to help 
check the threat of an “ali pow- 
erful President” and give Amer- 
ica a full voice on its problems, 
Cranston said. 

Election of COPE - endorsed 
Ken Meade to the East Bay’s 
Sixteenth Assembly District seat, 
he Said, is also vitally needed. 

And he urged support for 
COPE’s Seventh Congressional 
District candidate, Ronald V. 
Dellums, who, he said, would 
help return government to all 
the people. 

Cranston loosed much of his 
attack at “incredible” unemploy- 
ment resulting from President 
Nixon’s policies. 

“Unemployment in the nation 
is at 5.5 per cent anc in the state 
it is at 7 per cent,” he reminded 
his audience. 

“This does not only affect the 
unskilled but the skilled and 
Ph.d.s who have spent vears in 
training themselves to serve the 
nation. 

“This is outrageous and im- 
moral and must be changed.”

Low-pay, hiah-cost factory 


housing to aet 


The Nixon administration’s 
Department of Hovsing & Urban 
Development this week disclosed 
(hat it will subsidize low-wage 
“manufactured housing’—on 2 
priority basis — even when the 
process is more expensive than 
conventional construction. 

Such subsidies would be on ex- 
perimental building under HUD’s 
policy of pushing for factory 
built housing, Secretary-Treas- 
urer Lamar Childers told the Al- 
ameda County Building Trades 
Council. 

“This is the Nixon adminis- 
tration approach to lower-cost 
housing,” Childers said, “—take 
from the taxpayer and give to 
the big guy and cut the throats 
of working people. 

“When we taik about manu- 
factured housing we’re talking 
about $3 and $3.50 an hour 
wages, 

“One way to help change this 
picture is to vote for labor's can- 
didates at the November 3 elec- 
tion.” 


Nixon subsidy 


The disclosure was made at a 
HUD San Francisco meeting at 
which Childers sat in Monday. 
The meeting was called to ex- 
plain HUD’S “Operation Break- 
through” for factory built hous- 
ing to developers, promoters and 
public agencies interested in the 
subject. 

While the program’s ostensible 
purpose is lower cost housing, 
Childers said: 

“They admit that costs so far 
are higher than what union 
building tradesmen can do it for, 
so they are opening the door to

Engineer pact 
at Leamington - - 
covering nobody? 


Facing the threat that a union 
centract may have no union 
members to cover, Stationary 
Fingineers Local 39 this week 
asked unions to cancel meetings 
at the Hotel Leamington in 
Oakland until its dispute there 
is settled. 

The contract was reached 
after a seven-day Leamington 
strike in March Business Rep- 
resentative Dan Hennigan said, 
when there were three engineers 
at the hotel. 

One has been laid off, one has 
quit without renlacement and 
management now says it will lay 
off the third and replace him 
with a service company, furnish- 
ing eight hours work every eou- 
ple of months. 

Hennigar recalled that the 
Leamington recently circularized 
unions, advertising its meeting 
facilities. Some months ago, he 
said, it made him an “honorary 
reservations chairman.” 

Management insists, despite its 
plans. that it has a contract and 
is willing to renew it, he added.

Equal rights (& 
no protection) 
fails in Senate 


The “equal rights” Constitu- 
ticnal amendment which union- 
ists noted would create equality 
by wiping out legal protections 
for working women, seemed to 
have had it in the Senate last 
week. 

Its major supporters conceded 
it was obvious the Senate would 
not approve the measure, whieh 
had been ly'ng around Congress 
for 47 years until the House vot- 
ed approval in August. 


The House-passed text that 
“equality of rights under the law 
shall not be denied or abridged,” 
drew opposition in the Senate as 
threatening to make men and 
women equal by cutting out pro- 
tections for women. 

Proponents planned a substi- 
tute banning denial of “the equal 
protection of the law.” 


The Alameda County Central 
Labor Council had pointed out 
that “equality” under the 1964 
Civil Rights Act was being al- 
ready sought by some states and 
corporations by moving to take 
away special women’s protec- 
tions of overtime pay, rest pe- 
riods and lunch periods. 

Strict “equality” as dictated by 
the House measure would auilify 
such special measures, the Labor 
Council said, urging that instead 
they be extended to men.

Teamsters, Service 
union back Miller 


COPE-endorsed Eignth District 
Congressman Gecrge P. Miller 
has reccived endorsement of two 
more statewide labor groups fer 
re-electicn. November 3. 

The new endorsements were by 
the Statewide Endorsement Con- 
ference of the California Team- 
sters Legislative Council, repre- 
senting some 300,000 Teamsters, 
and the California State Council 
of Service Employees, represent- 
ing 30 local unions and 87,000 
members of the Service Em-

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Office union wins pay raises

'. Newstwo-yearagreements with 
the Northern California Dairy 
Industry Association and with 
three major East Bay bakeries 
have been signed by Office & 
Professional Employees Local 29, 
covering more than 200 white 
collar workers. 

The dairy agreement, reached 
after strike sanction had been 
approved by the Alameda County 
Central Labor Council and else- 
where, rases pay for 175 em- 
ployes at dairies in the Bay Area. 

A 30-cent per hour increase for 
all employes, except computer 
operators who will get a 35-cent 
raise, is effective last June 1. 
The agreement will be open for 
wage and pension negotiations 
next June 1, 


A 5-cent per hour pension con- 
tribution increase, $5,000 life in- 
surance coverage, increased sick 
leave cumulative to 29 days a 
year and maternity leaves are 
other contract gains.

hair styles. It stated that the old 


neighborhood barber who has 
not changed with the times re- 
port a drop in business of up to 
40 per cent. The article stated 
that barber shops across the na- 
tion are closing at the rate of 
almost 100 a month. When the 
customer count goes down due 
to longer intervals between ser- 
vices then you just have to get 
more money out of each cus- 
tomer and this is where the 
stylists have the advantage over 
the regular barber in most in- 
stances. 

Brothers it’s simple arithmetic. 
The stylist may only see his cus- 
tomer every 4 to 6 weeks, but 
he gets twice or three t'mes as 
much for his services and usu- 
ally sells some hair spray, jell, 
shampog, etc., whereby the old- 
time barber usually doesn’t sell 
his customer any products. There 
are grooming and shampoo prod- 
ucts that are now available to 
the barber that far exceed the 
quality of commercial products 
sold at the discount chain drug 
stores and many of our barbers 
do not have sense enough to sell 
these products to their custom- 
ers and add profits to their 
meager income. Many times I 


have heard customers ask the 
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barber to recommend a good 
shampoo to them and listened to 
the barber send them to the 
drug store or super market. Oh 
Yeah! Maybe he should have 
sent the customer across the 
street for a haircut. 

The barber of the future (or 
even right now) will have to be 
knowledgeable in all phases of 
grooming and also a salesman 
as well. 

As a vice president of the Cali- 
fornia State Barbers Association 
I attended an executive board 
meeting last Sunday where I had 
a chance to talk to representa- 
tives from throughout California 
and it was agreed that the bar- 
ber business in now at one of the 
lowest ebbs in the modern his- 
tory of barbering. Locally there 
have been no requests to fill any 
barber jobs in over a monih and 
there are several brothers that 
have taken a withdrawal. Also 
we have several brothers who 
need work. Even part time or 
Saturday work. Please call if you 
have an opening.

Any 
increase for the office personnel 
and dental assistants would be 
deferred until after their next 
contract. 


It was the feeling of the mem- 
bers at the last meeting that this 
was not a Jarge enough increase 
considering the needs of the 
Union. 

The negotiat’ons for the last 
that we need to greatly strength- 
en our Union in two ways: 1) 
contract brought home the fact 
Financially, 2) in numbers of 
members. The second point is 
linked up with the first. 

We need the finances to make 
it possible to reach the many 
unorganized people in our jur- 
isdiction. 

And if we do organize addi- 
tional numbers into our Unicn, 
then we will also be in a strong- 
er bargaining position in our 
next negotiations.

who are terminated or lose 
eligibility through employer de- 
linquency will be $10 per monih. 

2. The payment for dental ser- 
vice will be increased from a 
basic schedule amount to the 
“customary, usual and reason- 
able fee” basis. This is the fee 
charged for each procedure by 
participating member centisis of 
the California Dental Service. 
The present co-insurance (per- 
centage of payment) will remain 
the same. This means that the 
California Dental Service wili 
pay 70 per cent of the “custom- 
ary, usual and reasonable” fee 
for basic dentistry and 50 per 
cent of the fee for prosthodon- 
tics, (plates, bridges, etc.). 

The change in benefit pay- 
ment means that Dental Plan 
Group 208 will pay 70 per cent 
and 50 per cent of a larger por- 
tion of the dental bill. Members 
are urged not to sign an “au- 
thorization form” for the dentist 
without noting the fee he is 
charging for each procedure and 
not to permit treatment until 
both fees and treatment are dis- 
cussed fully with the dentist.

Editor, Labor Journal: 

Every worker and retired work- 
er is programmed and scheduled 
to be added to the list of those 
who have been taking it on the 
chin from the Nixon-Reagan 
administrations. 

If they stay in power, there are 
several ways you'll get it. The 
cost of living is out of sight. 
Unemployment is at a record, 
and even the Nixon-Reagan 
spokesmen say they expect it to 
get higher. We have inflaticn 
and high taxcs, recession and 
short work weeks, layoffs and 
unemployment.

Nixon accused of planning, causing recession 


Three economists told a Wash- 
ington legislative conference of 
the Meat Cutters that the Nixon 
administration has deliberately 
planned a recession, penalizing 
working people and favoring 
banks and corporations. 

Meat Cutters Research Direc- 
tor James Wishart told the meet- 
ing that Nixon “took the lid off” 
when he took office by an ad- 
ministraticn announcement that 
it would not use its powers to 
hold down big business pricing. 

Then, he said, the administra- 
tion cut the money supply, aid- 
ing big financial institutions and 
corporations, and attempted to 
undermine labor’s effectiveness 
by planning for unemployment. 

The administration’s promise 
not to influence prices was “an 
invitation to inflation that was 
happily and quickly accepted .. . 
the big corporations went to 
town, jacking up prices,” he said. 

AFL-CIO Research’ Director 


Nat Goldfinger and Stanley Rut- 
tenberg, former assistant secre- 
tary of labor, agreed that the ad- 
ministration had _ deliberately 
created recession. 

“Nixonomics continues to keep 
the country in a recession,” Rut- 
tenberg said. “At the same time 
+ .. prices relentlessly rise at a 
rapid pace... It’s like having a 
flooded basement during a 
drought.” 

Ruttenberg said an average of 
100,000 persons exhausted unem- 
ployment benefits monthly with- 
out finding jobs while the nat’on 
is losing 130,000 jobs a month 
through slackening of the econ- 
omy. 

He said the recession “is the 
result of deliberate policy: it was 
created. It is now time to shift 
from a restrictive eecnomic pol- 
icy to one of expansion. . . 


Nixon economic policies, Gold- 
finger charged, have resulted in 
both rising unemployment and 
rising prices, while giving bene- 
fits to the banks who could lend 
money at abnormally high in- 
terest rates and to corporations 
who were allowed to raise prices 
without hindrance from the 
White House.

Congressmen and Senators 
who have supported working 
people are “fighting for their 
political lives,” he said, against 
the smear which “is designed 
to equate liberals with crime 
and disorder.” 


Meany’s forum was the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers convention in 
Seattle but he beamed his ap- 
peal to all organized labor. 

Among the genuine, still un- 
solved issues the rightwing 
drive seeks to obscure, are 
“unemployment, housing, edu- 


cation, the nation’s health,” 
he stressed. 

“Support COPE as never be- 
fore,’ he urged, warning that 
if COPE’s pro-working people’s 
candidates lose “it may be a 
long time before we are able to 
undo the harm that will surely 
come our way. 

“The American people are 
being bombarded with vicious 
propaganda to the effect that 
those who believe in progress 
for all Americans are opposed 
to law and order.” 

Support for labor’s friends 
won’t come from big money in- 
terests and liberals “must of 
necessity look to us for that 
support,” Meany declared. 

Labor’s program is for the 
good of all the people and still 
has a long way to go, with the 
November 3 results to have 
major bearing on its success, he 
told the delegates. 


Bookbinders in 


Members of Bookbinders Local 
3 last week gained a new two- 
year contract at UARCO in Em- 
eryville with bargaining help of 
the Alameda County Central La- 
bor Council. 

The agreement raises journey- 
man scale $17 a week and adds 
10 per cent to other classifica- 
tions’ wages, retroactive to last 
March 1, and granis a $10 across 
the board increase next March 1. 

The 47 Bookbinders members 
at UARCO walked out briefly in 
September but returned under 
threat of firing because of a 
technical failure to comply with 
labor law. Local 3 also struck 
Moore’s Business Forms in Em-

eryville and returned with a new 
agreement. 


In subsequent sessions, Assist- 
ant Business Representative 
Rebert Bell said, the union had 
the help of Labor Council As-

Added to the pay raises will 
be $2 a week in lieu of a com- 
pany dental plan contribution.

The previous half holiday on 
Christmas Eve and New Year’s 
Eve is to become a full holiday.

and urged Congress to override 
the veto by Nixon, who enjoyed 
a huge campaign financial edge 
over Hubert Humphrey in 1968. 


The Daniels Bill to give the 
Labor Department strong en- 
forcement power aga‘nst indus- 
trial health and safety hazards 
was due for a Senate vote Octo- 
ber 12. Republicans mounted a 
small-scale filibuster, preventing 
action before adjournment late 
last week. 

Nixon’s secretary of labor J. 
D. Hodgson earlier issued a 
statement opposing the bill. The 
administration had supported a 
weaker measure, dividing safety 
functions and buiiding in delay 
in action. 

“The U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce and the business commun- 
ity want to block an occupa- 
tional health and safety bill and 
the Secreiary of Labor, aided by 
certain key Republicans in Con- 
gress, is playing their game,” 
said Meany. 

Of the veto, he declared, “ex- 
penditures in many campaigns 
have been nothing less than 
scandalous. If allowed to con- 
tinue unabated, they will make 
radio and TV available only to 
the rich.”

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Workers denied govt. help, says Dellums 


There’s something wrong with 
this country’s priorities when 
blue collar wage earners in the 
$5,000 to $10,600 a year class get 
no protection from their govern- 
ment while “the few at the top 
get a lot of protection,” COPE- 
endorsed Congressional candi- 
date Ronald V. Dellums iold a 
labor audience last week. 


Dellums, who seeks the Sev- 
enth Congressional District seat 
at the November 3 election, told 
United Auto Workers on strike 
against General Motors that he 
would work to win now lacking 
governnient help to blue collar 
workers. 


Education to free the working 
poor “to move into better jobs 
instead of being locked into jobs 
they never get out of until re- 
tirement,” should be a govern- 
ment responsibility, Dellums 
said. 

Dellums, speaking to unionists 
at a candidates’ meeting at the 
UAW Community Center, 7404 
East Fourteenth Street, Oakland, 
praised UAW collective bargain- 
ing programs for early retire- 
ment and a guaranteed annual 
wage, but he said: 

“A guaranteed annual wage 
shouldn’t have to be negotiated. 
It should be federal policy. 

“And retirement at 55 shouldn’t 


have to be negotiated. It should 
be policy.” 

Fair distribution of the tax 
load to shift a heavy burden 


from “overworked, underpaid 
overtaxed” workers is another 
Dellums aim, he told unionists. 

Working people are “steeped 
in debt” as living costs outstrip 
wage increases, he noted. If wives 
work, he said, they are lucky to 
clear $200 to $300 a month—a bit 
more than child care costs and 
other working expenses. 

In a nation with a gross na- 
ticnal product of $936,000,00,000, 
“we don’t need poverty,” he de- 
clared.

“IT am totally opposed to the 
politicians’ concept that the poor 
will always be with us,” Dellums 
said. 

Calling for an end to the 
Southeast Asia war, he charged 
that “68 to 70 per cent of govern- 
ment revenue is spent on war 
and death—and only a pittance 
on human needs.” 

Dellums was delayed by late 
arrival of a plane he had met at 
San Francisco Airport. He dis- 
played a Spiro Agnew wristwatch 
given him by a campaign aide 
and explained: 

“I was late because this watch 
doesn’t work right—but it talks 
a lot.”
